:iised. Senator Ashurst, demo- 
crat, of Arizona, urged McCum- 
i er to move that the bill be re- 
ceived. JMcCumber said a gen- 
ii eman's agreement that the tar- 
.'t i)ill not be lai'i aside got con- 
troversial and the measure was 
f reventcd. McCumber said later 
'K would a.^k that the tariff bill 
be laid aside and the bonus tu- 
j I.en up. Llorah, republican, oi 
Idaho, opponent of the bomis.

IMcGumber tin u 
ad "This is an American bill 
and I hope we v. ill be able to
